DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

1. The amendments to Claim 1 in the submission filed 3/10/04 are acknowledged and 
accepted. 

2. The cancellation of Claims 3-4 in the submission filed 3/10/04 is acknowledged and 
accepted. 



Response to Arguments 
3. The Applicants argue that, with respect to newly amended Claim 1, as well as 

cancelled Claim 3, Seino et al. fails to teach or reasonably suggest a fiber array housing a 
stripped fiber in a V-groove of a V-groove substrate, as set forth in the claimed 
combination recited in Claim 1, wherein an end face of the peripheral adhesive is 
recessed a depth x with respect to an end face of the fiber, the recess depth x being at 
least 0.1 |im and no more than 10 jam. After a careful review of the Seino et al. 
reference, the Examiner agrees, and respectfully withdraws the rejections of Claims 1,3, 
5-9 in Sections 4-6 of the Office Action dated 1 1/10/03. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowable over the cited art of record for at least the reason that the cited art 
of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a fiber array housing a stripped fiber in a V- 
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groove of a V-groove substrate, as set forth in the claimed combination recited in Claim 
1 , wherein an end face of the peripheral adhesive is recessed a depth x with respect to an 
end face of the fiber, the recess depth x being at least 0. 1 \im and no more than 10 ^m. 
Claims 2, 5-9 are dependent on Claim 1, and hence are allowable for the same reasons 
Claim 1 is allowable. 

Claim 10 is allowable over the cited art of record for at least the reasons as set forth in 
Section 9 of the Office Action dated 6/25/03. 

Kiyono et al. (JP01023209A) is being cited to evidence the specific manufacturing 
process (See Figures 2-6) disclosed in Figure 28 of Seino et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
4948219). It is noted that the peripheral adhesive (See 5 in Figures 2-6) is recessed a 
distance x = 0 jum (i.e. flush) from the end face of the optical fiber (See 2, a in Figures 2- 
6). However, no teaching is present to have the peripheral adhesive be recessed a 
distance x = 0. 1-10 (im from the end face of the optical fiber. 

Ichiki et al. (JP05303027A) is being cited to evidence an optical fiber array (See for 
example Figures 3-6, 9) wherein the peripheral adhesive (See 60 in Figures 3-6, 9) is 
recessed a distance x = 0.5-1.0 mm from the end face of the optical fiber (See in 
particular Figure 9; Paragraph 0006). However, no teaching is present to have the 
peripheral adhesive be recessed a distance x = 0.1-10 jam from the end face of the optical 
fiber.
